Sir:  Part  III  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1919  of  the  Division  of  Insurance 
of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce  is  herewith  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

Sub-division  4. — Against  loss  by  burglary  or  theft,  or  both. 

Sub-division  5. — Upon  glass  against  breakage. 

Sub-division  6. — Upon  steam  boilers  and  pipes,  engines  and  machinery  connected  therewith  or 
operated  thereby,  against  explosion  and  accident  and  loss  or  damage  to  life  or  property  resulting  there- 
from, and  to  make  inspection  of  and  to  issue  certificates  of  inspection  upon  such  boilers  and  pipes,  engines 
and  machinery,  also  upon  elevators  and  machinery  forming  a  part  thereof,  and  to  make  inspections  and 
to  issue  certificates  of  inspection  upon  the  same. 

_  Sub-division  7. — Against  any  other  casualty  or  insurance  risk  specified  in  the  articles  or  organization, 
which  may  lawfully  be  the  subject  of  insurance,  and  the  formation  of  corporations  for  insuring  against 
which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  these  statutes.

In  July,  1919,  Judge  Jones  approved  the  report  of  the  Master  in  Chancery 
upon  the  assessments  against  the  contingent  liability  of  former  policy 
holders;  these  assessments  having  been  calculated  in  accordance  with  the 
decree  previously  entered  in  the  case  by  Judge  Jones.  Judgment  was  entered 
in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Sangamon  County  and  during  July  and  subsequent 
months  these  judgments  were  collected  to  the  extent  indicated  in  the  fore- 
going report  of  receipts.  A  considerable  majority  in  number  of  the  judg- 
ments were  paid,  but  some  four  or  five  contestants  representing  judgments 
to  the  extent  of  substantially  nine  thousand  ($9,000.00)  dollars  took  appeals. 
These  appeals  were  argued  in  the  Appellate  Court  at  Springfield  during 
November,  1919.  The  case  was  taken  under  advisement  by  the  court  and  it 
is  expected  that  a  decision  will  be  handed  down  next  term. 

By  order  of  Judge  Jones  a  dividend  of  twenty  (20%)  per  cent  was  paid 
on  the  claims  which  had  been  filed  with  and  approved  by  the  receiver. 
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receivers'  reports. 


It  has  been  necessary  for  the  receiver  to  sue  upon  the  promissory  notes 
included  in  the  assets.  The  case  has  been  tried  before  Judge  Burton" in  Ma- 
coupin County  and  is  now  under  advisement  by  him.  The  payor  of  the  notes 
is  entirely  solvent  but  has  raised  questions  of  law.  These  same  questions, 
however,  were  tried  in  other  courts  and  notes  of  identical  nature  held  valid. 

An  additional  substantial  dividend  will  be  paid  but  it  is  impossible  to 
determine  the  amount  until  the  cases  above  described  have  been  disposed  of.
